Lighting the Barn. |. 

It fs practically impossible ‘to get 
along: without an artificial light. of 
some kind in a barn, and the lantern 
is probably. the most useful article ‘of 
this kind avallavle for the purpose. 
Ang. conflngrations resulting from its 
use are due to carelessness. It. js 
easy to arrnnge a number of conven: 
ient. hooks and nails in the. barn. on 
which to fasten the Jantern so thero 
will be Httle dnuger of upsetting. it, 
Have the appliance ficcording to the 
location, In some places. a spike 
driven into the studding at the proper 
angle will he just the thing. In other 
placer a stout trope, or better, a wire, 
fautened to the wall securely and at 
the other end fastened ® snap such aa 
ia used on a harness will make the 
beat. and Bafest plan for handling the 
lantern. 

In other places a projecting strip 
will make the anfest renting place. 
Do not set the lantern down on any 
place raised from the floor—-there ia 
aiwayn danger of it# being upset in 
this way. Above all things, do not 
nse ay ordinary hand lamp in the j 
barn, Get a lantern, and buy a good 
one, then keep it In good condition as 
to chimney and burner, and there will 
be little danger from it in any way. 
Pat up these differeat hangers in er- 
oxy part of the barn, and im the other 
butidings oeeupied by steck.
